SECTION C. 


Sanitary Circumstances of the 
Area. 


WATER. 


The water supply to those parts of the area served by the public 
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mains has been satisfactory both in quality and quantity. 


Seventeen samples of water were submitted for chemical and 
bacteriological examination from private sources of which ten were 
unsatisfactory and seven satisfactory. 


The parishes of Lyme Handley, Poynton-with-Worth, Great Warford, 
Chorley and Nether Alderley are within the statutory area of supply of 
the Stockport Corporetion. 


The Council has a small source works at North Rode supplying the 
parishes to the south of the area. The ao of Kettleshulme is also 
Supplied from source works owned by the Youncil. Previously the 
inhabitants of this area were dependent on stand pipes but water mains 
were laid towards the end of the year and it is hoped that a piped 
Supply will shortly be available in the majority of the dwelling houses. 


Water for the remaining parishes is supplied by Stockport 
Corporation, the Borough of Macclesfield and the Urban District of 
Bollington. 


The quantity and quality of water from public supplies has been 
satisfactory and none of these waters has a solvent action on lead. 


The number of dwelling houses within the district having a piped 
supply of water direct to the house is 4,289 representing a population 
of approximately 15,440. Forty houses representing a population of 
140 persons are served by stand pipes.

DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 


The provision of a sewerage system in the following areas is still 
one of the major needs of the district - the Langley area of Sutton and 
the Knutsford Road areas of Chorley and Great Warford. These are 
schemes which should have a high priority and demand urgent attention, 
Now that a piped water supply has been provided in the village of 
Kettleshulme, this area, along with Bosley and Mottram St. Andrew should 
also have main sewerage systems provided. No new works of sewerage and 
sewage disposal were constructed during the year and there were no 
extensions to the public sewerage syst om. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING. 

The collection of refuse throughout the district is carried out 
by Contract and the service is provided for all the Parishes within the 
area in whole or in part. 


Salvage collection is done by direcs labour, a motor wagon with 
two men being employed for this purpose.

PREVALENCE OF AND CONTROL OVER INFECTIOUS DISEASES.
